On Tuesday night the western sky 
was lighted alarmingly. There were 
various theories amongst spectators, 
but it turned out to be a blaze at 
Foothills No. 2 well at Turner Valley. 
The derrick was destroyed, but steam 
was at once used to help smother the 
flames. The blaze commenced when 
the well, which blew in early in the 
day, started flowing crude oil in 
heads shortly after five in the after¬ 
noon. Workmen scurried quickly to 
safety Great anxiety was felt for 
the safety of Okalta, but it has been 
claimed there was at no time any 
danger. 


TALKED ABOUT POOL 

There was a fair attendance of far¬ 
thers and business men at the Board 
of Trade meeting held on Tuesday 
evening at the I.O.O.F. hall, Vulcan. 
Mayor W. E. Butchart was in the 
chair and he opened the meeting with 
a few remarks about the Wheat Pool 
and what it means to our community. 

Mr. Eisenhauer of the Alberta Wheat 
Pool was the speaker and he tbld in brief 
but convincing manner what the Pool 
stood for with the farmer. He said: 

' “Co-operative marketing is the 
j safq, sane mechandising of farm 
j products Large scale marketing 
j conduces to full returns for products. 

J While in the past there were small 
j co-operative undertakings which fail- 
• ed, yet the experience learned was of 
great value in the present successful 
enterprises. 

Owing to the very serious decline 
in wheat prices in the years succeed¬ 
ing 1920, a decline not due to the 
line elevators, but to the loose mar¬ 
keting methods, a Wheat Pool sys¬ 
tem was inaugurated in 1923. The 
purpose was (1) to eliminate specu¬ 
lation; (2) to stabilize markets; (3) 
to return a fair price to the farmer 
To finance, the undertaking directors 
went from Alberta to Winnipeg to 
borrow money. Their securities con¬ 
sisted of $23,000 in notes and $20,000 
from other sources. However, back 
of them stood 23,000 farmers who 
had signed contracts, and through 
this they had no difficulty in borrow¬ 
ing $15,000,(Hit). 

This was the start. Since then 
Alberta and the two other pools have 
united with a central organization at 
Winnipeg which acts as selling ag¬ 
ency, looks after lake and ocean ton¬ 
nage, storage facilities, etc. The Pool 
has grown to such proportions that 
it has become the largest commercial 
enterprise in the country, the C.P.R. 
itself doing $30,000,000 less business 
than the Pool last year.. 

The organization has been most 
successful in developing new mark¬ 
ets. Millions of bushels are now- 
sold in the Orient, in China, and Ja¬ 
pan Italy has become an important 
market for Durum wheat. 

In 1924 the pools sold 81,000,000 
bushels; in 1925, 187,000,000; in 1926 
180,000,000; in 1927, 210,000,000. 

The Central agency has to date 
sold 750,000,000 bushels during its 
existence and one billion, one hun¬ 
dred million dollars have been re¬ 
turned to the farmers. There is on 
hand in addition, a reserve of $20,- 
000,000 with which to build elevators 
and facilitate transporation. In Al¬ 
berta the reserve is $5,400,000, every 
farmer getting six per ceht. interest*] 
on the reserve, depending on what he 
has in. The cost of handling is. nine- 
twentieth of a cent per bushel which 
is the lowest 'handling charge in 
America. 

In 1928, the Pool finds itself with 
307 elevators and three terminals. 
The Vancouver terminal built this 
year has a capacity of over 2,000,000 
bushels. Last year the Pool elevator 
in Vulcan handled 433,000 bush¬ 
els and $14,175 surplus earnings were 
returned to local farmers. If all 
elevators had operated on this basis 
$28,000 would have been returned lo¬ 
cally. 

The pool pays on the Vancouver 
basis no matter where the wheat 
?f?hy The rate to Vancouver is 

12 cents and to Fort William is 16 
cents, making a saving of 4 cents a 
bushel. 

Eighty-five per cent of the wheal 
is sold direft to consumers, without 
going through the Exchange. On 
the Winnipeg Grain Exchange 25 per 
cent, of the brokers went out of busi¬ 
ness as a result of this. 

In/Calgary last year 417 carloads 
of grain had their grades increased 
after the government grader had 
graded. The Pool pays storage on 
wheat held on the farms. The idea 
is to have the grain go through the 
Pool elevator. 

To sum up Pool activities: 

1. It has developed a great mark¬ 
et for feed wheat in the Orient and 
Durum wheat in Italy. 

2. Developed line and terminal 
systems that give the farmer fine 
service at low cost with surplus earn 
ings returned, to grower. 

3. Sells 80 per cent, of the wheat 
direct 

4. Pool grader checks pool grain. 
Pays storage on farm.

VULCAN. ALBERTA 
ENGLAND IN EGYPT 

In answer to an attack by M. I)an- 
det, French critic, on England’s pol¬ 
icy in Egypt, a leading British per¬ 
iodical replies that if England were 
to withdraw her authority in Egypt, 
there would be retrogression that 
would certainly be .felt.(immediate¬ 

ly through Europe. Egypt’s present 
financial prosperity in which all Eur¬ 
ope shares, is directly due to Lord 
Cromer and to England. The great 
dam at Assouan which has conferred 
wealth and fertility on a desert, is 
a monument to British constructive¬ 
ness. And suppose the British should 
step out, leaving the irrigated land 
and the great projects to the Egyp¬ 
tians. What would result ? The dam 
wa4ld eventually crumble to useless¬ 
ness, but first blackmail would be lev 
ied relentlessly on the “little” far¬ 
mers for the use of water. Even if 
Britain could withdraw from all these 
responsibilities of control, would she 
have the right? Another boon which 
has been conferred on Egypt - is the 
boon of health. For years English 
doctors and bacteriologists have 
worked—and ill paid work—to free 
Egypt from the plagues and disease 
which have been peculiarly hers. 
Great progress has been made in 
rendering Egypt healthy and cholera 
free But if the doctors were to 
pack up and leave the country, giving 
way to the natives, back the pendu¬ 
lum would swing to the old disease 
swept state. To say that Egypt does 
not much matter to Britain is abso- 
luely untrue. The British Empire 
rests on the security of Egypt. The 
Suez Canal is the highway <6 India. 
An independent Egyptian govern¬ 
ment could bar access not only to In¬ 
dia but to all the Great Eastern do¬ 
minions. Other countries of Eur¬ 
ope would be likely to suffer similiar- 
ly. After the expenditure of vast 
sums of money and the spilling of 
blood, and the years of discourage¬ 
ment England would indeed be mad 
and short sighted to abandon the 
work which she has accomplished in 
Egypt. 

WHO WON THE WAR 

To a Canadian now living in New 
York State, who had served overseas 
and who complained that he was 
constantly annoyed by statements 
that the United States won the war., 
and that but for American interven¬ 
tion the Allies yvould have been beat¬ 
en, this suggestion was made: Ask 
your American friends to tell you 
how long it.would have taken them 
to win the war if, when the American 
troops began to appear on the front 
in 1918, Great Britain had said: 
"We’ve been helping the French to 
hold this line for nearly four years. 
We’re tired out. It’s your turn now. 
We’re going home. You finish the 
job.” If such an inconceivable thing 
could have happened, its a safe bet 
that the war wouldn't have been won 
yet.—Orillia Packet. 

Many British harvesters have been 
placed in jobs for the winter months. 
This is good news. 


In comment on the policy of re-or¬ 
ganizing certain features of the 
School Act, the Vegreville Observer 
has this to say: 

“Mr. Baker in laying his proposed 
change before the people prior to 
placing them before-the Assembly is 
to be commended. His proposals are: 
(1) The retention of the rural school j 
board, but it is to be shorn of its pow 
ers so far as the teaching, part is con¬ 
cerned; (2) Setting ujiuirge division 
al boards to exercise general power, 
engage teachers, pay salaries, etc.; 
(3) As an alternative, the creation of 
a general board, providing that all 
the province is brought under a “Blan j 
_ket Educational Tax.” 

“It is doubtful if anyone will be 
anxious to serve as a rural school 
trustee if he is only a glorified care¬ 
taker without control. The multiply¬ 
ing of the number of school boards is 
not the way to simplicity, although 
the larger board would provide an in¬ 
termeditary between th e Depaft- 
ment and rural board. The divisional 
board as a medium for engaging 
teachers, etc., would certainly make 
for effectiveness. But it will not be 
cheaper. Mr. Baker however, would 
be well-advised to drop the idea of 
Blanket Educational Tax. 

There are few matters as close to 
the heart of the mass of people as 
education. Schools are often tse only 
tangible form in which tax payers re¬ 
ceive actual results for their money. 
In most rural districts, the school is 
the community centre, and from it ■ 
radiates all ameliorating influences. 
Not only that, but from the rural 
school must come those pupils whose 
training therein is reflected through 
the countryside. Towns and cities 
are pathetically dependent on the rur 
al population. Hence anything which 
affects rural schools or school chang¬ 
es is of immense concern to tjje whole 
populace, and should be followed 
with keenest interest by the ratepay¬ 
ers of the province.”

BOOZE AT DANCES 

From various parts of the district 
come reports of dances which have 
been marred by a surplus of liquid 
lefreshments. The great balance of 
public opinion is against the presence 
of liquor at dances, and those guilty 
of carrying it either internally or ex¬ 
ternally commit a grave discourtesy 
-toward the management of these so¬ 
cial affairs. No person starts out 
with the intention of interfering with 
other people’s pleasure. Y'et it is a 
fact that the majority of people suf¬ 
fer discomfort, and, if they are in 
any way concerned, unhappiness in 
the presence of an uncontrolled and j 
uncontrollable element. While the | 
responsibility of conducting himself 
as becomes a guest and atgentleman, 
rests on every individual, yet the 
great burden of guilt lies upon those 
who furnish the liquor. 

Evidently certain parties makp a 
point of following many of these 
dances entirely for the purpose (if dis 
pensing their booze. Minors are of¬ 
ten susceptible prey and no fine mor¬ 
al considerations are apt to deter a 
bootlegger with wares for sale. Old¬ 
er people are abundantly able to look 
after themselves but it is their fur¬ 
ther responsibility to safeguard un¬ 
thinking youth. It is the duty of so¬ 
ciety to make every possible effort in 
order that the bootlegger of the dan¬ 
ces may be exposed and adequately 
punished. 


THIS IS WORTH KNOWING 

According to the . Forest and 
Stream the enemy of the undividual 
Japice bird may all unwittingly prove 
to be a friend of. the species. It tells 
us that some sportsmen who control¬ 
led 4000 acres of suail territory in 
South Carolina to increase the supply 
of their favorite visiting game bird, 
j caused all the local and visiting 
hawks to be poisoned, trapped or 
shot by wardens. When the season 
opened they found not more but far 
less quail than before. It seems a 
parasitic insect every few years at¬ 
tacks these birds and burrows under 
the skin of their necks which weak¬ 
ens the first quail it finds and unless 
this bird-weakened in flight is caught 
by a hawk the parasite spreads from 
one neck to another until the whole 
flock is diseased. Nature left alone 
will always aid the survival of the 
fittest by destroying the unfit.

THE MAYOBROTHERS 

An interesting article appears in a 
recent New York Times on the fam¬ 
ous Rochester hospital conducted by 
the Mayo Brothers. Today there 
stands in the City of Rochester a 
skyscraper clinic ~ costing $3,000,000, 
the centre of a gigantic plant which 
treats yearly more than fi6,000 pat¬ 
ients. This hospital city nps its be¬ 
ing in the work of the M^yo Institu¬ 
tion. Every enterprise has a bearing 
on the hospital. Sick and convales¬ 
cent are everywhere, some limping, 
some bandaged, some apparently well 
There are no noisy street ears, no 
banging noises. Conversation is key¬ 
ed in a low tone. And twenty-stories 
above carillon bells, which ring softly 
once a day. The whole vast institu¬ 
tion is a result of a tornado which 
struck the little town of Rochester 
forty-five years ago. After the tor¬ 
nado, was distress and suffering, 
with no hospital accommodation. The 
council immediately instructed Dr. 
.William Moyo to improvise a hospi¬ 
tal, which he did. And it grew and 
it grew. 

Or. William Moyo had come to U. 
S. from England in 1845. He was 
descendant of a family, long famous 
in medical science. Settling at Ro¬ 
chester in 1863, he established a 
country practise. When his two sons, 
Will and Charles grew to boyhood, 
they helped their father in his dis¬ 
pensary and accompanied him 
wherever he went. They were steep¬ 
ed in medical lore, and naturally be¬ 
came doctors, the present Dr. Will 
and Dr. Charles. 

After the first temporary hospital 
was organized the necessity for a 
permanent institution impressed Dr. 
Mayo senior and the first real Mayo 
hospital of 40 beds was established 
in 1889. ^ 

Soon theC two sons took charge 
for their father, and today from the 
utmost parts of the earth’, the sick 
and suffering turn to Rochester. 

In> the small towns near are accus¬ 
tomed .to pilgrims slowly working 
their way to Mayo's as to shrine, be- 
leiving that if Mayos cannot, cure 
them no one can. 

Today 500 physicians and surgeons 
and 1200 other workers are enrolled 
in the clinic. There Is the keenest 
competition amongst medical men to 
live at the Mayo clinic for a year or 
two for study and research. At pre¬ 
sent Dr. Margaret Wilson of Toron¬ 
to, is a fellow of this foundation. 

The clinic rule of payment is that 
each patient shall pay according to 
his means and that the patients pro¬ 
mise to pay is enough. Hundreds 
have received all that Rochester has 
to offer without payment. 

There are men and women on the 
streets who obviously have no mon¬ 
ey. And there are Presidents of 
banks, capitfflists, motion picture 
stars and other famous ones. 

All are accorded the same treat¬ 
ment.

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Dominion Wheat Crop Estimate 

Alberta’s wheat crop is placed at 
147,566,000 bushels or an average of 
22 bushels per acre from the acreage 
sown in the province, in the crop es¬ 
timate issued by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics during the past 
week. This figure compares with 
171,286,000 bushels as shown in the 
final estimate of the 1927 crop. A 
considerable reduction from the ear¬ 
lier estimates of the yijdd in the 
western provinces has been made as 
a result of the frost injury to the 
crop. Alberta’s average wheat yield 
compares very favorably with that ] 
for the whole Dominion which is plac 
ed at 20.8 bushels per acre. 

Alta. Homesteads in Great Demand 

Alberta has taken a con*i$mnding 
lead among the western provinces in 
the number of homestead entries for 
th e nine rflonths ending September 
30, 1928. Homesteads to the number 
of 9,533 h^ve been filed on in the four 
provinces during that period, as com¬ 
pared with 4,605 in the corresponding 
months of last year. Of this number-, 
homestead entries in Alberta totalled 
5,476 as compared with 2,031 in the 
same time last year. While this fig¬ 
ure includes a number of second 
homestead applications under the 
new regulations, it is stated that tWer] 
great majority represent new settlers 
who are taking up land to establish 
homes in the province. 

Information for Sportsmen 

Attention is drawnb by Benjamin 
Lawton, Provincial Game Commis¬ 
sioner to a number of clauses in The 
Gam e Act which are being wrongly 
interpreted in some quarters. Mr. 
Lawton points out that nowhere in 
Alberta is there an open season for 
beaver and there is„ no open season 
for muskrat in that part of the prov¬ 
ince lying to the south °of the North 
Saskatchewan River. Between that 
river and Township 91 the open seas¬ 
on for muskrat will 'be during the 
months of March and April, while to 
the north of Township 91 the open 
seasoh will be during March and Ap¬ 
ril and the first fifteen days of May. 
The open season on Hungarian Part¬ 
ridge is during the months of Octo 
ber and November. It may also be 
noted that big game hunters may 
bring out their trophies such as 
heads, hides and hoofs of big game 
animals lawfully killed by them, sep¬ 
arate from the carcass. 

Lime*ton e is aVluable Alta. Product 

A total of 3,367 tons of limestone, 
valued at $3,830, was quarried in Al¬ 
berta in 1927, according to the re¬ 
cently issued report of the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. Alberta stands 
sixth among the provinces of the Do¬ 
minion in the volume and value of 
production along this line. uive 
mental stone industry which turned 
gaged in the monumental and orna- 
plarits employing 56 persons were en- 
out products valued at $191,160. Pro¬ 
ducts of the same number of plants 
employing 47 persons in 1926 were 
valued at $182,491. 

Line Completed to Edmonton 

Closing the last link of the C.P.R. 
Cutnife-Whitford Lake line, cosstruc- 
tion of the seventy-mile section from 
Willingdon to Edmonton was com¬ 
pleted during the past week. Large 
quantities of grain have been stored 
in the elevators along this, line and a 
heavy movement is expected when 
the road is opened for traffic. In all 
some 100 elevators have been con¬ 
structed at the townsites along this 
new line to handle the grain produc¬ 
tion of the rich territory thus open¬ 
ed up. 

Two Hundred Buffalo to be Killed 

Some 200 of dhe thousand head of 
Buffalo in Elk Island Park, east of 
Edmonton will be slaughtered dur¬ 
ing the month of December in order 
to keep the size of the herd within 
the carrying capacity of the park pas 
ture. It is'expected that most of the 
meat thus secured will be shipped 
north in the form of pemican to pro¬ 
vide food for the Eskimo inhabitants 
of the Northwest Territories as a re¬ 
sult of the growing demand from this 
source following trial shipments 
made last year. 

Police to Enfroce Game Laws 

As the result of an arrangement 
reached by the Department of Agri¬ 
culture, the Attorney General’s De¬ 
partment arid the Alberta Provincial 
Police, administration of The Game 
Act will be carried on as in the past 
by the Game Commissioner’s Branch 
of the Department of Agriculture, 
and enforcement of the provisions of 
the Act will be placed in the hands 
of the police and the voluntary game 
guardians, of whom there are sever¬ 
al hundred scattered throughout the 
province. 

New Model Tow,p Planned 

The services of H. L. Seymour, 
newly appointed town planning ex¬ 
pert for the Provincial Government, 
have been requisitioned by the new 
town of Wallace, near Lethbridge. 
The townsite is located in the Leth¬ 
bridge Northern Irrigation district 
where extensive developments are be¬ 
ing carried on by the Mortimer Davis 
coal interests of Montreal and plans 
are being made for the laying out of 
the town along approved lines.
